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Mu.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  pleasure  to  suhmit  for  your  approval  my  annual  report  on  the  mortality  and  sanitary 
condition  of  your  District  tor  the  year  IDOo. 

There  have  been  235  births  registered  during  the  year,  which  is  the  smallest  numher  for  over 
twenty  years,  and  except  at  Broughton  is  below  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years  in  each  locality. 


The  birth-rate  is  20.87  per  1000  inhabitants.  There  were  119  boys  and  110  girls  born  durin 
the  vear. 


During  the  year  there  have  heen  178  deaths  registered,  giving  a  deathrate  of  15.0  per  1000. 
This  however  re([uircs  correction  as  two  tramps  died  in  the  Workhouse  belonging  to  other  districts; 
live  deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  amongst  residents  of  this  one,  making  the  true  number  181 
against  175  the  previous  year,  and  giving  a  deathrate  of  10.07  per  1000  inhabitants. 

Of  the  deaths  registered  in  the  district,  95  Avere  males  and  83  females.  They  occurred  in  the 
following  months: — is  in  January,  IT  in  February,  19  in  ^larch,  10  in  April,  20  in  May,  9  in  June, 
IT  in  July,  15  in  August,  15  in  September,  13  in  October,  13  in  NoAminber,  and  18  in  December. 


The  deaths  have  thus  been  distributed  over  the  District  according  to  the  corrected  list 
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Table  II.  shows  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years  in  the  Ayton  parisli 
and  the  Remainder  of  the  District ;  an  increase  in  all  tlie  other  parishes.  The  high  death-rate  at 
Broughton  is  due  to  old  age,  as  leaving  out  babies  that  died  at  3  days  and  3  Aveeks  from  convulsions, 
and  one  child  avIio  died  at  3  years  from  pneumonia  the  average  age  is  75  years.  At  Farm,  a  large 
proportion  occur  in  children  under  1  year  old. 


There  have  been  seven  deaths  from  Zymotic  disease  against  four  in  1902,  viz.: — 

3  from  Scarlet  Fever:  2  at  Stoke.sley,  1  at  Kirkleavington. 

2  from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup :  1  at  Hutton,  and  1  at  Kildale. 
2  from  Enteric  Fever:  1  at  Carlton,  and  1  at  Great  Ayton. 


On  examining  Table  IV.  you  aaTII  notice  there  have  been  18  deaths  from  heart  disease,  IT  from 
pneumonia,  13  from  phthisis,  0  from  otlu'r  tubercular  diseases,  ten  from  cancer,  5  from  accidents,  and 
3  from  suicides.  This  is  an  increase  over  last  year  in  phthisis,  tubercular  diseases,  accidents,  and 
suicides. 


Tlic  tluiiLlis  ill  tliu  district  liavc  uccurrcil  at  the  subjoined  ages; — 
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There  have  been  30  deaths  under  one  year  old,  giving  a  death-rate  of  127.05  per  lOOO  births 
registered  against  a  rate  of  85.03  in  1002.  1  have  pointed  out  before  that  this  liigh  rate  is  due  to 

ignoranee  ot  the  }»arents,  tive  having  been  due  to  enteritis,  live  to  pneumonia,  three  to  bronchitis.  T 
am  atraid  this  still  shows  that  they  think  the  babies  can  boar  cold  and  eat  the  same  things  as  themselves. 


Zymotic  Diseoses» 


During  the  year,  I  am  glad  to  say,  we  have  not  had 
three  or  four  years.  There  have  lieen  40  eases  against

3  cases  of  diphtheria  at  Kildale. 

5  cases  of  enteric;  3  at  Great  Ayton,  1  at  Carlton,  one  at  Xunthorpe. 

5  cases  of  erysipelas;  3  at  Great  Ayton,  1  at  Broughton,  and  1  at  Whorlton. 


I  must  congratulate  you  on  making  })ermanent  arrangements  with  i\fiddlesbrough  to  take  in  all 
our  infectious  cases,  of  which  full  advantage  has  been  taken  this  yeai-,  18  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  3  of 
diphtheria,  and  1  of  enteric  having  been  removed.  It  is  certain  to  tend  to  lessen  the  spread  of  the 
disease  by  lessening  the  number  of  peo[)le  who  come  in  contact  with  it,  and  allowing  your  Inspector 
to  disinfect  the  houses  earlier.  In  all  cases  nursed  at  home  you  cannot  rely  on  directions  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease  Ijcing  faithfully  carried  out. 


In  one  or  two  cases,  unfortunately,  they  seemed  to  have  brought  the  infection  back  with  them 
from  the  Sanatorium,  tliough  every  lu’ecaution  was  taken  to  prevent  it.  The  only  method  of  removing 
this  danger  is  a  convalescent  home  for  them  to  go  to  before  returning  home.

Two  of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  were 


contracted  outside  the  district. 


I  had  expected  a  more  severe  outbreak  of  Ilijihtheria  on  account  of  the  damp,  cold  and  sunless 
year.  There  were  several  cases  of  a  sus[)icious  charact(U’,  hut  on  sending  cultures  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Society  the  germ  was  not  found.  I  do  not  think  the  medical  men  should  lie  at  the  expense 
of  these  examinations,  and  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  ought  to  make  arrangements  for  them  to  have 
this  examination  made  at  the  expense  of  the  district,  an  early  diagmjsis  of  this  comj)laint  being 
essential  to  the  treatment  and  prevention  of  the  s])reading  of  this  most  dangerous  Zymotic  disease  of 
the  district.  I  have  to  thank  your  Inspector  for  his  energetic  assistance  and  for  his  thoroughness  in 
disinfecting  the  houses,  clothing,  Ac. 


Water 


The  Wiitei’  sup))ly  of  the  district  h.is  heeii  attended  to.  ^lost  uf  it  is  very  hard,  and  therefore  not 
as  g’ood  for  domestic  pnr[)oses  as  tlait  which  conld  be  got  from  tlie  hills.  In  fact,  1  believe  if  a  large 
(piantity  of  it  was  analysed  it  would  be  condemned  as  unsuitable  on  <account  of  its  large  mineral 
])ercentages.  A  large  number  of  the  s[)riugs  on  the  hills  are  now  being  used  for  the  supply  of  private 
gt3utlem(‘n’s  houses,  and  in  a  short  time  it  may  he  verv  difficult  to  obtain  possession  of  a  suitable  one. 
The  public  [)uni})s  have  been  kept  in  gootl  working  order. 

The  }niblic  water  supply  at  Kildale  has  been  analysed  and  found  very  good. 

At  Carlton,  the  water  was  analysed,  and  on  aecount  of  the  large  percentage  of  soluble  mineral 
matter,  was  not  recommended  for  domestic  ])urposes.  Carlton  is  very  near  the  hills,  and  a  better  and 
more  convenient  su})})ly  could  I  am  certain  be  got  from  the  s})rings  in  them,  doing  away  with  pumps 
which  are  not  a  convenient  public  supplv. 

At  Hutton,  the  dish  well  in  Crow  Hank  has  been  deej)ened  and  lined  with  earthenware  tubing, 
and  a  pump  fixed  some  fifty  yards  nearer  the  dwellings,  with  a  good  foot  road  to  it  made  Ijy  the  Parish 
Council.  The  other  three  public  pumps  in  the  village  have  been  kept  in  repair. 

At  Kirkleavington,  the  dipwell  in  Vicarage  Poad  Lane  has  been  cleaned  out  and  closed  in,  with 
a  ])ump  fixed  for  the  use  of  the  public.

Some  of  the  s})rings  in  Bilsdale  are  getting  gradually  covered  in  and  j)ipes  laid, 
satisfactory,  and  in  one  case  the  pipes  have  not  been  taken  to  the  spring  head. 


On  Broughton  Bank  some  ])ipes  have  been  laid  to  convey  the  water  to  two  or  three  houses,  but 
they  are  not  satisfactory,  and  your  in.s})ector  is  s’eeing  to  the  landlord  altering  them. 


DrainagCm 

The  system  of  drainage  is  on  the  })rinciple  of  getting  the  sewage  from  the  villages  into  the  stream 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  iu  the  cheapest  way,  except  at  Ay  ton.  The  only  flushing  is  done  by  thunder 
showers ;  there  is  no  ventilation  except  to  ])rivate  houses,  very  few  inspection  chand>ers,  often  the 
joints  are  not  sound,  and  sometimes  field  pi])es  have  been  used.  This  is  not  at  all  scientific,  and 
though  no  epidemic  can  be  put  down  to  it  so  far,  it  is  a  great  source  of  danger. 


At  Creat  Ayton  the  drainage  has  been  improved:  a  new  flushing  chamber  having  been  built  on 
tlie  new  sewer  with  a  branch  drain  to  do  away  with  the  need  of  water-cart  flushing  at  the  dead  end 
chamber  near  the  junfold. 

The  flood  in  October  washed  away  the  twelve-inch  metal  pipe  crossing  the  river,  destroying  the 
supi»ort  on  the  south  side  and  damaging  the  north  pillar.  The  damage  has  been  re])aired  by  building 
a  more  substmitial  pillar  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  with  dee|)er  concrete  foundations,  also  repairing 
and  strength('ning  the  north  one,  and  substituting  a  much  longer  iron  girder  for  supi»orting  the  metal 
])i[)e.  Occasion  was  taken  during  the  work  of  repair  to  clean  out  and  renew'  the  sludge  filter  beds  at 
the  sewage  w'orks.  The  four  automatic  flu.shing  chambers  have  been  attended  to  and  kept  in  working 
order. 

L^rinals  for  })ublic  use  have  been  erected  in  three  places  in  the  village  with  drains  connecting 
them  to  the  sewers,  but  from  w'ant  of  a  wuiter  sLi})ply  they  have  to  be  flushed  by  hand,  and  are  liable 
to  become  offensive  from  neffiect.

At  Bilsdale,  the  main  sewer  at  Chop  Gate  has  been  extended,  and  connections  made  W'ith  the 
several  adjoining  properties. 


At  Stokesley,  the  sewers  have  been  attended  to.  Cnfortunately  some  of  the  older  ones  are  very 
shallow'  and  easily  damaged,  therefore  recpiiring  constant  attention  and  rejiair.  In  some  places  they 
are  coni})osed  of  field  pipes,  these  should  be  replaced  by  sanitary  ones. 

At  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  the  old  sew'ers  in  the  village  re(|uire  renewing.  Many  old  pipes  having 
been  l.irokeii  and  renewed  at  different  times. 

At  Yarm,  new'  scw'ers  have  been  laid  on  the  east  side  of  the  tow'ii.  On  the  west  side  several 
private  drains  have  been  relaid  and  repaired. 

At  Swainby,  the  sewer  outlet  has  been  repaireil. 

At  Great  Broughton,  the  north  sewer  outlet  has  been  cleared. 

At  Seamer,  nothing  has  been  done  at  the  south  end  w’here  the  sewage  from  R.  Anton’s  farm- 
buildings  accumulates  by  the  side  of  the  higlnvay :  otherwise  the  drainage  is  being  attended  to. 


Scavengingm 

At  Stukcsicy,  u  trosli  pliice  lias,  with  ditticulty,  bouii  I’ouml  fur  tliu  deposit  of  the  night  soil.  It  is 
situated  fiu-tlier  Ironi  the  towui  than  the  old  one  in  a  field  l)y  the  road  side.  A  fresh  scavenger  has 
been  ajjpointed,  but  it  is  too  early  to  say  if  he  will  be  a  success.  He  wants  more  method. 


At  ^  arm,  the  scavenging  is  fairly  good,  and  the  night-soil  taken  clear  away  from  the  town. 
There  are  several  old  midden-steads  that  are  a  nuisance  owing  to  their  construction  and  to  the  large 
accumulations. 


In  the  remainder  of  the  district  there  are  no  appointed  scavengers,  and  cottagers  often  have 
difficulty  in  getting  the  farmers  to  cart  away  their  accumulations. 

Houses  unfit  tor  habitation  have  been  closed  without  the  retpiirement  of  a  magistrates’  order,  at 
\V  horlton  one,  and  Stokesley  two. 

There  were  complaints  of  overcrowding  in  two  tenemented  yards  at  Yarm,  when  investigated 
however,  they  were  found  to  be  within  bounds. 


Several  houses,  owing  to  the  flood,  were  for  a  time  rendered  unsuitable  for  liabitation.  Anything 
that  would  render  the  river  al)le  to  take  tlie  storm  waters  away  (piicker  would  be  an  improvement  to 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district. 


In  several  of  the  yards  in  Yarm,  Stokesley,  and  Ay  ton,  the  pavement  consists  of  cobble  stones 
which  allow  slops,  Ac.,  to  sink  into  the  ground,  causing  it  to  become  a  nuisance.  Several  of  the 
gulleys  reepuire  cementing  round  to  remove  the  same  evil.

At  Great  Ayton — To  .Mr.  J.  Eaton,  for  a  house  in  California. 

To  Mr.  P.  H.  Maitland,  for  a  house  in  Station  Road. 

At  Yarm — To  the  Gas  Company,  for  alteration  of  Gasman’s  house. 

To  Mr.  W.  Gamble,  for  alteration  of  old  vicarage. 

At  Picton — To  Smith’s  Brewery  Company,  for  alteration  of  Station  Hotel. 


The  cowsheds  and  milk  purveyors’  premises  have  been  visited  and  found  in  as  good  order  as  old 
Ijyers  can  be.  The  water  su])})ly  for  them  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  water  in  the  ponds  is 
not  so  clean  as  could  be  desired. 


The  slaughter-houses  at  Broughton,  Great  Ayton,  Hutton,  Ingleby  Greenhow,  Stokesley,  Swainl)y, 
and  Yarm  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in  good  order. 

The  lodging-houses  at  Stokeslev  and  Yarm  have  been  kept  in  good  order.  At  Yarm,  the  widow 
(Mrs.  James  ^letcalfe),  has  been  registered  in  place  of  her  late  husband. 


The  bake-houses  of  the  district  have  been  visited  as  far  as  known,  but  the  majority  do  their 
baking  in  their  kitchen,  selling  only  a  few  loaves  in  the  week,  and  as  there  is  no  register  of  them,  some 
may  have  been  missed.  They  were,  on  the  whole,  found  in  a  clean  condition. 


This,  Gentlemen,  concludes  my  rej)ort,  which  I  hope  will  give  satisfaction.
